It has been learned later that four 
rare paintings were lost in the fire. 
These pictures are “Our Lady of Ma

‘ruit,” by Rubens, and “The Savious,” 
by Benjamin West. The entire collec- 
tion, it is said, must be recatalogued 
before it is known just what has been 
lost and what saved. 








A special cable despatch from Lon- 
don to the New York Sun, says: “A 
sensational burglary took place Mon- 
day night at the Park Lane residence of 
Wertheimer, the art dealer, which is 
filled with pictures of great value. 
Among the many large canvases two 
are missing, the portrait of Nancy Par- 
sons, by Gainsborough, and that of the 
Hon. Mrs, Charles Yorke, by Reynolds. 
A third, Reynolds’s portrait of Mrs. 
Fraude, has been partly cut away. 
An old blunt table knife was found in 
the smoking room with which the pic- 
tures had not been cut, but literally 
hacked out of their frames. Even 
should it be recovered the Gainsbor- 
ough will be almost irretrievably 
ruined. 

“The burglars also appropriated 
some eighteenth century French snuff 
boxes and miniatures. The house is 
provided with an elaborate system of 
burglar alarms, but not until the 
thieves coolly let themselves out of the 
house did the alarms begin to work. 
The aroused servants found the door 
open. 

“The value of the stolen Gainsbor- 
ough is estimated at $250,000. The 
Reynolds portrait is valued at $80,000.” 

An importation of paintings and pas- 
tels consigned to Mrs. Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, Sr., is held up by the customs 
authorities at this port. The pictures 
arrived three weeks ago and were sent 
to the appraiser’s warehouse, where 
they were turned over to Col. Edward 


S. Fowler, Appraiser of the Port, for 
the customary examination and ap- 
praisal. 


The invoices presented by Wells, 
Fargo & Co. placed the total value of 
the entries at 100,000 frs. This was 
deemed entirely inadequate by Examiner 
Hecht, the art expert in the employ of 
the government, and the appraiser de- 
manded a greatly increased duty. An 
attempt was made to communicate 
with Mrs. Vanderbilt. She was found 
to be in Paris at present, but her sec-

Before the dinner, 40 photographs of the 
prize picture were signed by all the com- 
pany and a few days before the dinner next 
year each guest will receive from Mr. Shaw 
one of these framed and glazed.

An exhibition and sale of attractive 
pictures, assembled by Mr. Eugene 
l‘ischhof, the well-known Paris expert, 
has become of late years a feature of 
the art season in New York. In fact, 
a season without this exhibition and 
sale, with the welcome opportunity it 
brings to art lovers and collectors to 
see and study a viriet array of por- 
traits of pretty women of the era of 
the early French and English paint- 
ers; of old and modern landscapes, and 
of those genres which will never lose 
their interest and attractiveness so long 
as the human heart is human—all se- 
lected by an expert of such rare taste, 
judgment and experience as Mr. Fisch- 
hof, would be considered, indeed, a lost 
one by a host of art. lovers. 

The collection which Mr. Fischhof 
nas brought together this season, and 
which will be placed on exhibition at 
the Fifth Avenue Art Galleries, 366 
Fifth Avenue, on Monday morning, 
prior to their sale at auction in the 
Waldorf-Astoria ballroom by Mr, Jas. 
P. Silo on Friday and Saturday even- 
ings of next week, February 22 and 
23, is not only the largest and most 
important he has vet offered, but con- 
tains an unusual number of most at- 
tractive and charming works, with liere 
and there a canvas of historical, as well 
as artistic value. A well compiled and 
beautifully printed and bound cata- 
logue gives an excellent idea of the 
pictures in the collection, and this may 
be obtained at the Galleries. 

A glance at the list of names repre- 
sented will give an idea of the collec- 
tion, its scope and quality. These in-

This alphabetical list, with its fre- 
quent juxtapositions of contrasted 
names and periods, of schools and 
methods, still gives an excellent idea 
of the wide range and catholicity of 
the collection. The 141 numbers, if 
they could be bought as a whole, would 
really furnish a remarkable collection 
for a public gallery or museum, repre- 
senting, as do the individual examples, 
so many and varied schools, early and 
modern, from Bol to Bogert, and from 
Van Dyck to Van Boskerck. 

Perhaps the most attractive canvases, 
most of which are illustrated in the 
catalogue, are Mme. Adelaide de 
France (Nattier), Princess Jablonow- 
ska (Grassi), a Lady Hamilton head 
(Romney), the group portrait of Sir 
Harvey and Lady Smith and son (Sir 
Francis Cotes), the large and beautiful 
decorative panel, “Diana and_ her 
Nymphs,” by Miss Henrietta Rae, 
shown at the Royal Academy in 1899; 
von Brozik’s well-known “Maternal 
Happiness ;” the Rev. Matthew Peters’ 
equally well-known “Fortune Tellers ;” 
the Countess De Longeais (Largil- 


liere); the “Wagered Kiss” (Frag- 
onard); Lady Eldon (Sir Thomas 
Lawrence); the Marquis of Lands- 
downs (Gainsborough); Mrs. Hales 


ette de Bourbon Conti (Louis Tocque), 
an unusually fine Thaulow, “The Riv- 
er,” and an “Aristocratic Family Con- 
cert” (Coypel). 

This necessarily brief preliminary 
review will, it is hoped, whet the appe- 
tite of art lovers to see the exhibition 
and dispersal of this unique collection. 


CORCORAN EXHIBITION, WASH- 
INGTON. 


(Second Notice.) 

So much has been published of the 
Corcoran Gallery’s initial exhibition of 
contemporary American paintings, now 
on in Washington, and Miss Mechlin 
gave so good a general review of the 
display in last week’s Art News, that 
there remains only a few individual im- 
pressions to be expressed this morning. 

The exhibition is not only the most 
comprehensive expression of contempo- 
rary American painting that has as 
vet been offered, but has improved on 
the Salon idea heretofore only attempt- 
ed in this country by the Pennsyl- 
vania Academy of Fine Arts in Phila- 
delphia, and with modern, well-lit and 
spacious galleries, which the Phila- 
delphia Academy does not possess, and 
the avoidance of special privileges to 
favored painters as at Philadelphia, 
presents the best display of American 
paintings of the past decade imagin- 
able. It is easy to see, after a first 
walk through the galleries by anyone 
familiar with American art of the day, 
that the selection of pictures has been 
made by persons possessed of knowl- 
edge, not only of good art, but of the 
location, of the best and most repre- 
sentative examples of the strongest 
painters of all American schools and 
tendencies. While juries may have 
been advisable, in deference to estab- 
lished custom in the larger eastern 
cities, the real selection of the pictures 
which make up the exhibition was by 
so practiced a hand at éxhibition mak- 
ing as that of Mr. Harrison B. Morris, 
of Philadelphia, aided by the experi- 
ence and taste of Mr. Richard M. 
Brooke, of Washington. 

The absence of sculpture is to be re- 
eretted, but so strong and high is the 
note struck by this initial exhibition, 
that it will undoubtedly be sustained by 
another and in succeeding years by the 
addition of as representative a display 
of sculpture and, perhaps, of the other 





allied art of architecture, as is the pres- 
ent one of pictures. 


The arrangement of the pictures, the 
hanging, which is, on the whole, satis- 
factory, the catholicity of the display, 
its consequent variety and scope, and 
the judicious relegation to the so- 
called Atrium—a new word for 
Morgue—namely, the Corridor Gal- 
leries—of pictures which, while repre- 
sentative of painters and periods that 
could not be overlooked to make the 
exhibition comprehensive—still would 
not exactly hang with their fellows— 
are the salient features of the exhibi- 
tion’s plan. 

Salient features of the display as an 
art display are the groups of five Sar- 
gents, two flanking on each side, the 
large portrait group of the Johns Hop- 
kins doctors, first shown at the Royal 
Academy last summer, the group of 
four Cecilia Beauxs, the so-called Im- 
pressionistic Room with its play of 
light and color and its joyous out- 
door atmosphere, and the presence of 
such notable distinctive and _ period 
marking pictures as Shannon’s “Girl 
in Brown,” Alexander’s “Butterfly,” 
Irving Wiles’s “Portrait of his Daugh- 
ter,” Edwin Abbey’s “Sylvia,” Albert 
Herter’s “Round Mirror,” Shurtleff’s 
“First Snow,” Redfield’s “Delaware 
River,’ Wilhelm Funk’s “Portrait of 
Col. Bryan,” Sargent’s portraits of Wil- 
liam Thorne, Miss Garrett and John 
Hay (as a whole his Johns Hopkins’ 
doctors cannot be highly praised), 
Breckenridge’s “Autumn Gold,” Bo- 
gert’s “Sunset” presented to the gal- 
lery by Mr. George A. Hearn, Winslow

north wall of Gallery A. This strong 
and dramatic composition is intended 
for some vast hall or room where it 
should be shown by itself as a decora- 
tion. Its hard and cold colors are out 
of key with the warmer oils that sur- 
round it, and, fine as is the compost- 
tion, it distinctly jars. 

But this is a slight defect in so fine 
an exhibition, and one that might even 
now be remedied. The display as 4 
whole is a surprise and almost a rev- 
elation. Surely its effect must be to

He has done much by lecturing 
and otherwise to arouse interest, among 
the leisure class, in schools for instruc- 
tion in lace-making, so that the delicate 
art may not die out entirely in the future. 
Among the notable pieces in the collec- 
tion are a magnificent pointe de Venise 
cravat, formerly belonging to Louis XIV, 
a piece of old Brussels, once the prop- 
erty of the late Queen of Holland, and a 
rare piece of old Venetian, depicting in 
thirteen scenes the story of Judith and 
Holoferenes.
